They Will Seek to Break 
“Autocratic Powers” of 
Compensation Board 

Two hundred lawyers from all parts 
of Brltlah Columbia will move at th* 
Bar of Brltlah Columbia convention 
her* next Monday to remove what 
they refer to ae the "autocratic 
powers" of th# Workmen’s Compensa¬ 
tion Board so that workers who have 
had their claims rejected by th* board 
wlU have a right of appeal. Instead 
of being forced, as now, to accept the 
board’s ruling. 

"We are out to reform such pro¬ 
ceedings,” said Prank Higgins, K C, 
president of the Victoria Bar Associa¬ 
tion. host to the convention. "Hun¬ 
dreds of men and women who now 
a to heipl re* when th* board rejects 
their dial ms tor compensation fol¬ 
lowing In juris* at their work will hot 
be dented the citizen's rights to 
justice." 

Action on thla matter at the con¬ 
vention will follow on the resolution 
passed at the last convention calling 
for an investigation of operations 
under the Workmen’* Compensation 
Act with a view to checking th* in¬ 
crease charges on th* various Indus¬ 
tries of th* province as well aa 
providing for appeals from the deci¬ 
sion of the board as against workers.

July 8 —After studying in 
detail application and operation of 
tha Borstal system In six English 
prisons. Brlg.-Oeneral D. M. Ormond* 
superintendent of Canadian peniten¬ 
tiaries. has reported to the Dominion 
government hi* opinion that si mil ar 
training and treatment of youthful 
offenders can and ought to be put 
into effect in Canada. 

Hon. Hugh Guthrie, Minister ot 
Justice, tabled Bupt. Ormond's re¬ 
port In th* House of Commons to¬ 
day. and declared the system would 
be made effective In Canada within 
sixty days. No Itglsiatlon end no 
extra money vote would be nec essa r y* 
but there would be some staff addi¬ 
tion* and sxtra buildings needsd. 

The Borstal system, forecast for 
Canada In the Speech from the 
Throne at Parliament's opening Jan¬ 
uary 17, la "a combination of m en tal* 
moral, physical and Industrial train¬ 
ing of a strenuous kind" for convicts 
under the age of twenty-on* yean. 

Selected penitentiary inmates under 
th* age of twenty-one would ba 
housed separately and made the sub¬ 
ject of this training with a view ta 
correcting criminal instincts and pre¬ 
paring the youth for more useful ef¬ 
fort on discharge. It was stated.
